Claim 19 (New): A method comprising : 

transmitting a first series of stimulus pulses to a sacral ventral root of a patient with a first 

electrode; and 

simultaneously transmitting a second series of stimulus pulses to a sacral dorsal root 
correspondin g to the sacral ventral root of the patient with a second electrode, 

wherein transmitting the first series of stimulus pulses to the sacral ventral root comprises 
not transmitting the first series of stimulus pulses to the sacral dorsal root, and 

wherein transmitting the second series of stimulus pulses to the sacral dorsal root 
comprises not transmitting the second series of stimulus pulses to the sacral ventral root. 
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
